An index to the abstracts of dissertations which 


appear in Dissertation Abstracts will provide an 
approach by specific subject beginning with the 





July 1961 issue. The index is made possible through 


a cooperative arrangement between the Association 
of Research Libraries Committee on Publication 
and Recording of Dissertations, the Library of 
Congress, and University Microfilms, and will be 
prepared at the Library of Congress. 


Citations to scholarly works are usually by 


author. Since doctoral dissertations are usually 
the first published works of the writers, however, 
research workers are more interested in their 
subject matter than in the names of the authors. 
Consequently, an author index alone is hardly 
satisfying to users of Dissertation Abstracts. 

The need for a subject index was recognized 
years ago but the only way to make a subject in- 
dex economically was to have the authors choose 
the proper categories for their dissertations from 
a broad list of subjects. This list has been kept 
constant so that in the future a cumulative index 
could be prepared. 





Student authors and their advisors have tended 
to think in terms of fields of academic specializa- 
tion rather than in terms of subject classification, 
with the result that the index by category has not 
consistently represented subject matter. A listing 
of all dissertations accepted in institutions of 
higher learning, whether published by University 
Microfilms or not, is made annually in the Index 
to American Doctoral Dissertations published in 
conjunction with Dissertation Abstracts. 








Arrangement in each issue of Dissertation 
Abstracts will continue to be by broad subject 
categories selected by the authors. An author 
index and the new alphabetical subject index will 
supplement this arrangement in each monthly is- 
sue, and both indexes will cumulate annually, with 
the possibility of larger cumulations in the future. 


The subject index will list each dissertation 
under one or more subject headings as assigned 
by the Library of Congress from an examination 
of the abstract. Headings used by the Library in 
its official catalog will be assigned if an appropri- 
ate one has been established; otherwise the head- 
ings will be derived from the abstract. In order 
that each abstract may be included in the subject 
index, form headings are used to index abstracts 
of works of art, literature and music. For example 
literary works are entered under Drama, Fiction, 
Poetry, etc. ; works of art under Paintings, Sculp- 
ture, etc. ; musical compositions under Symphonies, 
Concertos, etc. The monthly subject indexes will 
contain see references from synonymous or alter- 
native terms. The annual cumulated index will 
contain, in addition, see also references to more 
specific or closely related subjects. 


The Association of Research Libraries Com- 
mittee, the Library of Congress, and University 
Microfilms have felt that the value of Dissertation 
Abstracts would be increased greatly if there 
could be provided a detailed subject index to reveal 
the scope and content of present-day American 
doctoral dissertations. As a result of recent dis- 
cussions by representatives of these organizations, 
cooperative arrangements were concluded to pro- 
vide the alphabetical subject index for each issue 
beginning with Volume XXII number 1, July 1961. 

There are at present no plans for changing the 
character of the Index to American Doctoral Dis- 
sertations. This publication is issued annually as 





number 13 of Dissertation Abstracts.

NEW YORKER INCLUDED 
IN RECENT ADDITIONS

University Microfilms has recently concluded 
agreements with publishers which provide for the 
publication on microfilm of more than 1000 years 
of backfile and current volumes. 


Members of the Editorial staff are now collat- 
ing files of these periodicals so that the best pos- 
sible film copies can be produced. Once this has 
been done, the volumes will go to the camera room 
for photographing, and from there to the continuous 
processing equipment. 


When the negative microfilm has been processed 
it is inspected frame by frame and sent back to the 
Editorial department for editing into reels. It is 
at this time that the proper titles are placed in the 
reels and prices are assigned.

The Allied Commission for Austria, representing 
the governments of the United States, France, the 
United Kingdom and the Soviet Union, was the only 
Four Power occupation which remained basically 
unaltered during its ten years of existence. While 
the cooperating spirit of the wartime alliance changed 
into cold war hostilities, the Allied Commission for 
Austria continued to hold its regular weekly meet- 
ings in Vienna during the entire period of 1945-55. 
At times when world crises, such as the Berlin 
blockade or the Korean war brought postwar inter- 
national relations to the danger point, it was only in 
Vienna where the military and political machinery 
of the four principal Powers remained in a continu- 
ous day-to-day existence. 


The complete minutes of all 538 meetings of the 
Allied Commission for Austria is a unique record 
of the East-West global contest. A particular value 
of this material for academic research lies in the 
fact that it includes not only the ‘‘official minutes’’ 
(M), but also ‘‘the United States unofficial minutes’’ 
(UM), the verbatim, stenographic records of the 
discussions. This is the only complete documentary 
material of high level Four Power negotiations of 
the postwar period that has been released without 
alteration or omission of any kind. 


This document of approximately 28, 000 pages 
is a primary source for interdisciplinary academic 
research and graduate study. Any student of post- 
war Soviet behavior, methods of propaganda, or tech- 
niques of negotiation and intervention tactics will 
find the records of the ten years of Allied Commis- 
sion weekly meetings invaluable. The unqualified 
authenticity of these documents is secured by the 
fact that every record of the 538 meetings was signed 
in the name of the governments of the United States, 
the United Kingdom, France and the Soviet Union. 


American perseverance during ten years of 
Four Power administration and negotiations resulted 
finally in the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Austria, 
which marked the first occasion since the end of 
World War II that a territory occupied by the USSR 
for a considerable length of time was set free again. 


The American representation on the Allied Com- 
mission for Austria included Generals Mark W. 





Clark and A. M. Grunther, and Ambassadors W. J. 
Donnelly and L. E. Thompson; their Soviet counter- 
parts were, among others, Marshal I. S. Koniev, 
Generals L. V. Kurosov, V. P. Sviridov, and 
Ambassador I. I. Ilyichev. 


The Allied Commission consisted of two main 
organs: the Allied Council (ALCO), in which the 
four governments were represented by their respect- 
ive high commissioners, and the Executive Commit- 
tee (EXCO) their deputies. 


The first official meeting was on September 11, 
1945, and the final one was on July 27, 1955. The 
total number of meetings was 538, 249 for ALCO, 
and 289 for EXCO. Meetings were held every week, 
with the chairmanship being rotated every month. 
The total number of minutes was 5, 344. The official 
index to subjects, covering the period of September 
11, 1945 to September 11, 1953, is over 100 pages 
long and is divided into 18 main topical divisions and 
more than 100 general categories of subjects dis- 
cussed. The total number of individual titles (sub- 
jects) is over 2000 and more than 4000 subject ref- 
erences to meetings are included. In addition to 
this index to subjects, there is a 15 page index to 
microfilms which locates the meeting, date and 
minutes on the reels. Handling of the material and 
locating subjects is made very simple and efficient 
by the use of these indexes. There are 23 reels of 
microfilm (8 of ALCO and 15 EXCO); each reel starts 
with its content clearly indicated; the meetings are 
chronologically grouped into small units, each one 
clearly numbered and visibly separated. Cpe 


NEW BIBLIOGRAPHY LISTS 
DOCTORAL DISSERTATIONS 


DISSERTATIONS IN PHYSICS. An indexed biblio- 
graphy of all doctoral theses accepted by American 
Universities, 1861-1959. Compiled by M. Lois

This bibliography is in two sections: an alpha- 
betical author index, followed by a key-word-in- 
context (KWIC), or permutation, index. Key words 
were selected from the titles. The key words refer 
the user back to the author index by means of a 
consecutive number control on the author index. 

The author index also gives supplementary in- 
formation, such as degree, date awarded, insti- 
tution, and from whom a copy may be secured. 

The KWIC section is arranged alphabetically by 
key words. The titles under the key words are 
arranged by the control numbers in ascending 
order. 

In compiling this bibliography Miss Marckworth 
had the assistance of the staff of the Advanced Sys- 
tems Development division and Research Labora- 
tories of the International Business Machines Cor- 
poration in San Jose, California.

THE NEW INDEX FOR DISSERTATIONS 
By Eugene Power 


In this issue of MICROCOSM you will find a des- 
cription of a new index to Dissertation Abstracts, 
which is of greater import than might appear on 
first consideration. 


The system of publishing doctoral dissertations 
through the use of microfilm and Xerox, combined 
with Dissertation Abstracts, has now reached a 
point where approximately 8000 new titles are 
published each year. Heretofore reliance has 
been placed upon the distribution of abstracts and 
other bibliographical sources of information, such 
as Library of Congress cards, abstracting ser- 
vices, etc. These have not been entirely adequate 
or satisfactory. 








With the publication of the new type of index, 
beginning in the July issue, it will now be possible 
to exercise fairly complete bibliographical con- 
trol of this large section of research material in 
a way which has never been possible before. The 
index is sufficiently detailed so that the principal 
areas of interest covered by the dissertations can 
be quickly identified. Further, there will bea 
cumulative annual index appearing as part of the 
twelfth issue of each volume. 


Inasmuch as the data will be compiled on cards 
which will be shingled and photographed, cumu- 
lative indexes on a five-year basis, as well as for 
the current year, will be possible. 


The compilation of such an index as this is 
necessarily a rather expensive operation, resulting 
in an increase in the annual subscription price. 
However, it is the opinion of the Committee on 
Publication of Doctoral Dissertations of the Asso- 
ciation of Research Libraries, and of the Library 
of Congress, too, that the improved and increased 
usefulness of Dissertation Abstracts as a result of 
this index more than justifies the small increase 
in cost. 





MICROFILM AS A MEDIUM FOR THE 
PUBLICATION OF SOURCE MATERIALS 


Announcement is made in this issue of the micro- 
film publication of the Minutes of the Allied Con- 
trol Commission for Austria. 


This is an illustration of the way in which valuable 
source materials, which would otherwise be un- 
available through normal publishing media, may 
be distributed to those who need them. For such 
publication we are concerned only with the infor- 
mation, and having it available in a readable, 
satisfactory form. We are not concerned with 

the manner in which it is published, or whether 

or not it is printed from type. 


Micro-publication makes it possible to place 
large collections of research materials in the
